Claim 1 is rejected for the same reasons as set forth in the office action of 

8/22/05. 

Davis discloses an egg shaped hand exerciser and Sorbothane teaches 
manufacturing hand exercisers of Visco-elastic material. Given the above teaching the 
examiner notes that it would have been obvious to manufacture the device of Davis of 
Sorbothane, as an alternate elastic material.
